Few calamities are more dreaded 
than earthquakes. Apart from the 
swiftness of the destruction, the 
awful unexpectedness of the calam 
ity affurds not the slightest oppar- 
tunity for preparation to meet 
and mitigate it, as may be done 
with famines or petilence. In 
recent years, however, the study 
of sei-mie disturbance has made 
considerable ‘ieadway, and, although 
the practical outcoine has so far 
been comparatively small, few 
branches of scientific invest’ gation 
have received closer attent’on, and 
none deserves ‘more. Highly sue 
si‘ive instruments hive made it 
possible to register at any point 
of the surface of the earth 
all strong shocks of the earth's 
crust. ‘The perfection which there 

truments have lately reached 
places us in a position to trace 
round the earth with sufficiently 
strong intensity the elastic waves 
roceeding from an earthquake: 

yhus the San Franeiseo earthquake 
was accurately recorded and timed 
at Sicawei, and it is also on record 
that the Vicentini microscismograph 
at the Manila Observatory began to 
register a microseismic di-turbance, 
‘caused by a far distant earthquike, 
presumably that in San Franciso. 
| And probably we shall learn later 
on that instruments in yet more 
distant parts of the world were 
similarly affected

Althougs up to the present, 
the number of stations equipped

Earthquakes in China are hap- 
pily not of such frequent occurrence 
or violence as they are in some 
other parts of the world, yet they 
huppen often enough to mike it 
worth the while of those interested 
in the subject to turn their attention 
to this count-y, ‘The International 
Seismological Association, which 
was founded in the year 1903 at 
the S cond Internationa! Seism - 
logical Conference at Strasburg, and 
to which almost all civilised nations 
belong, we are informed are now tak- 
ing stps toc llect information about 
any seismological phenomena that 
may occur in China in the fature. 
‘Phe object in view to this end is to 
establish, not only in China but in 
all parts of the earth, a system 
tically arranged net of earthquake- 
stations, and to establish observi~ 
tions ac ording 10 common prinei- 
ples. The services of all are 
ed and in such a cause 
be willingly granted. The As- 
sociation has in contemplation to 
publish a seismic a'las on the basis 
of the material stored up in the 
existing catalogues of earthquakes. 
This atlas is to give a cartographical 
representation of the extension of 
earthquakes and particularly of the 

The 
Inadequecy and incompleteness of 
the reports of earthquakes in former 
years, owing to the lack of systema- 
tie and concerted investi .

‘Torerrat Organisation—the tak- 
ing of our colonics aud dependen- 
cies into partnership with the 
Mother-country on a _ business

He further says:— There 
is no doubt to my mind that chea) 
postal and telegraphic service will 
do more for the unification of the 
Empire than any other single 
thing. There is further the 
question of sea communication for 
passengers and goods between the 
different portions of the Empire, 
Tp muss never be forgotten what 
the sea is to the British Empire, 
is the one means of communi 
tion between the partner States.” 
On the point of carrying goods

Ignorance 
of them is absolutely and entirely 
fatal except by a happy fluke. Yet 
we happen to know that some men 
who went into the Cup Compet 
tion the other day went with 
quite new to them, weapons of 
whose capabilities, tricks, and 
idiosyncrasies they were as ignor- 
antasa new-born babe. Here then 
we find our first cause of failure. 
Tp lies in the man who will not take 
the trouble to know his weapon. 
But is not this defect itself due 
to faulty training? Partly yes, 
partly no. Yes, because, as has 











before, much of our training is 
doue as if with the express in- 
tention of making musketry the 
most hateful of tasks when 
it should be tha saust pleasurable 
of pastimes, Men who are sent 
down to shoot ona blustery morning 
in February or early March, who 
arrive chilled to the bone, and 
stand, kneel, or lie shivering ona 
damp mound, while a biting’ wind 
and possibly a driving rain enliven 
the outlook, whose hands are so be- 
nambed that they can scarcely feel 
the trigger, und who could no more 
hold a rifle steady than an aspen 
tree can hold its leaves, who during 
the course of their “ training ” put 
some five or six of the ratepayers’ 
dollars safely into the “ bank”, 
get sworn av in consequence—t 
men may develop into enthusias:ic 
rifle-shots, We have actually 
known such miraclex, but they are 
not common, 

If the authorities in Hongkong 
want returns, as they probably do, by 
all means let them have them, but 
80 ag 10 suit our convenience, not 
theirs. It cannot matier to them 
when the target sheets arrive if 
only they are good, Here then is 
our second weak point, the training. 
An ideal course would begin with 
aiming drill from a fixed reat. It 
would show tho difference (ant 
drive it home on the range by 
actual experience) between a fine, 
medium, and full “sight”, it would 
earry conviction respecting differ- 
ences in elevation, in wind-allow- 
ance, and the method of pullin, 
the trigger, aud i> would do all 
these things at short ranges with 
fixed targets of the bigge-t possible 
size, so that it should be practically 
impossible for any bullet to find 
the mound without  tenching its 
lesson. Then when the elementary 
princip'es had been mastered, in 
warm pleasant weather, practice 
would be allowed in the usual way 
and made as easy as possible nt 
first. It is somotimes said that 
the range is 0 fully occupied 
that any such scheme is im.

WITCHCRAFT 
IN CHINA. 


2nd April, 

‘TuovcH wi‘ ches flourish through- 
out China, and exert a powerful, 
howbeit baneful, influence, not less 
than the nuns’ themselves, there 
has very little been written about 
them, either in available native 
books or European brochures. We 
have looked in vain through alarge 
number of English books, which 
have been written during the last 
forty years, and have failed to find 
any references. We know, however, 
that witches flourished in China, 
during'the Tang dynasty, because 
of a curious and somewhat dramatic 
story which scholars tell. The god 
ofthe Yellow River (even thenit ap- 
peared to have been China's Sorrow) 
demanded, the story rune, a young 
bride once a year, Ashe was fasti- 
dious, only the most beautiful dam- 
sel was chosen by the witches, whose 
duty it was to superintend this 
holocaust. When the choice was 
made, no earthly power could re- 
deem’ her life, for no Perseus ever 
came to the Chinese Andromeda to 
rescue her from her awful doom. 
But there came in'o the district, as 
fa local mandarin, one Sai Mun-rav, 
who was a strong man, and more- 
over, one who hated the cruelty to 
which one of the most beautiful of 
hie subjects was subjected 
therefore, issued proclamations pro- 
hibiting the But the 
witches ignored his edicts and made 
all preparations for the immolation 
of the yearly victim. When Sai saw 
what was transpiring, he let them 
continue their arrangements, On 
the day of the sacrifice, however, he 
appeared with bis soldiers. He 
commanded that the witches be 
arrested, and bound. He then 
addressed thom in the following 
sarcastic words:—“You say the 
River God needs a bride every 
year, Then let him have his 
choice this year, and nob yours. 
Surely araong you all he will 
fiod one who can satisfactorily 
serve him. Go, therefore, to him 
the crowd of you.” Thereupon her 
ordered that, bound as they, were 
they should ‘all be flung into the 
iver. The order was obeyed and 
they were all drowned. From that 
time forward the yearly sacrifice of 
the victim was abandoned. 

Tt would indeed be surprising 
were China withoud witches, for 
they have flourished in other coun- 
tries, though efforts have been 
made to suppress them. We know 
from the words of the famous Witch 
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of Endor to the suppliant king, 
that Saul had tried to uproot the 
witchery of his day. The difference 
ig that, whilst among other nations 
that make any claim to civilisatio 
the belief in witches is dead, i 
China, among the masses, i 
powerful as ever. No per: 
and sustained effort has been 
made by the ruling powers in 
China, be they ecclesiastical or 
litical, to suppress witchcraft and 
lestroy the witch. Western history 
has many pages written in the 
blood of inn>cent women who have 
been the victims of a mad and 
‘superstitious dread. This is no place 
to relate the cruel actions of our 
fathers, but we know that even 
among the Protestants in England 
in 1716 Mrs. Hicks and her daugh- 
ter were hanged as witches, whilst 
records tell us that in Catholic 
Mexico, as Inte as 1877, five women 
were burnt alive on the e 
charge, Nothing of the same kind 
has ever stained the hands of 
Chinese rulers, or blurred the pages 
of Chinese history. Witches have 
been allowed to go their way, deceive 
the people, and enrich themselves. 
Witches in China have arrogated 
to themselves an authority over 
spirits and demons, by which they 
claim to be able to cll them at 
their beck, and expel them at their 
will. This claim, which seems to 
be allowed by a large number of 
silly Chinese women, gives them a 
most powerful weapon, with which 
they can bend their suppliants to 
their will. As nuns cl to be 
able to control the devils who rule 
the destinies of the dead, so witches 
claim power over the demons who 
control the destinies of the living. 
Of the two the latter are the more 
feared. 
Witches are divided into several 
classes, Some are called in to 
assist at idol worship, when the 
female worshippers pray for sons, 
hen they seek deliverance from 
sickness for the members of their 
families, or when they seek to lift 
the hidden veil of the future and 
discover what destiny has in store 
for them, We may, however, divide 
them roughily into two classes. ‘The 
firet are those who work themselves, 
either by art or long practice, into 
tate of frensy, and then announce 
at the demon has taken possession 
of them, and will spenk through 
them. They first of all lapse 
into a state of contemplation 
and abstraction ; then they rouse 
themselves into a condition of 
ecstasy. They laugh and babble, 
and then announc> that they 
can answer questions pub to 
them by the suppliants—if they are 
paid for it. A cise was brought to 
our notice not long ago. A woman 
had a slave girl who contracted 
plague in Hongkong, and whom 
she ab once carried off to Canton 
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where the girl died. ‘The roughest 
of funerals was arranged and the 
mistress returned to Hongkong. 
Some time after the woman was 
in distress, and seemed to be con- 
fused in mind. She babbled re- 
ferences to bad treatment which 
she herself had received, and the 
cheap way in which she bas been 
buried. A witch was called in who 
ab once grasped the situation and 
explaine! the cause of the strange 
phenomena, Demons can converse 
with demons, The spirit of the 
badly-treatod slave ‘girl had re.

Around this was arrangod a circle 
of smoking incense sticks,and outside 
this another circle of guttering red 
candless:ruggling tokeep theynsel vos 
alight. Outside the circle of candles 
was a woman, evidently a mother, 
meeping and sobbing. Within the 
circle stood a parchment-skianed 
old witch, who held in her hand 
the garment of a youth. This 
garment she waved to and fio over 
the flaming paper, and muttered 
her incantations ‘in a strange 
montonous voice. It was presently 
discovered that the youth Iny 
dying in his home near by, and was 
already insensible, The ‘mother 
in an agony of soul, had called in 
the witches, who professed to be 
able to call back the leparting 
spirit of the lad.”

The exceptional quantity of 
imports already noted, and the 
corresponding increase in import 
duties collected, accounted princi- 
pally for the growth of the Customs 
revenue last year by Hk. Tis. 
3,617,849 excess over the previous
